CAMP DAVID, Md. (AP) - 
President Nixon and Leonid I. 
Brezhnev switched their sum­ 
mit talks to this hideaway re­ 
treat today after the Soviet 
leader sought in an. extraor­ 
dinary session with top sena­ 
tors to break down congression­ 
al barriers to expanded U.S. So­ 
viet trade.

today’s agenda, but by mid­ 
morning the talks had not offi­ 
cially started. One official said 
there was no set starting time, 
and reported that Nixon was 
conferring with aides and ad­ 
visers. 


Nixon 
and 
Brezhnev 
flew 
here 
by 
helicopter 
Tuesday 
night after joining their top 
aides for a leisurely dinner 
cruise on the Potomac aboard 
the presidential yacht Sequoia. 
They planned to hold their 
third and fourth days of sum­ 
mit talks in the woodsy seclu­ 
sion 
guaranteed 
by 
Marine 
guards and barbed-wire fences 
surrounding the compound in 
the Catoctin Mountains. 
The two leaders spent about 
five and one-half hours together 
Tuesday, concentrating on the 
thorny issues of trade and oco- 
ootnics. 


Two hours of meetings took 
place at the White House, the

the 
presidential 
yacht, on Nixon’s helicopter or 
In the President’s limousine. 
Details 
of

discussions 
were not disclosed. 
But members of the Senate

who accepted the Communist 
leader’s invitation to lunch at 
the Blair House said he sought 
to 
overcome 
congressional 
roadblocks to granting the So­ 
viet 
Union 
nondis criminatory 
treatment on trade. 
Under a major trade pact 
reached 
last 
October, 
Nixon 
agreed to seek Most Favored 
Nation (MFN) status for the 
Soviet Union. But a bipartisan 
majority in Congress has lined 
up against approving the MFN 
request until the Soviet Union 
allows Jews to emigrate freely 
from behind the Iron Curtain. 
The senators said after the 
three and one-half hour lunch­ 
eon of caviar, baked salmon,

Brezhnev denied there was a 
“ Jewish problem’’ in his coun­ 
try. 
The husky 66-year-old general 
secretary of the Soviet Commu­

senators present. 
At one point, the senators 
said, it appeared Brezhnev was 
seeking understanding from fel­ 
low politicians accustomed to 
dealing with tough problems. 
“ I’m doing the best I can,” the 
Soviet leader was quoted as 
saying in. one discussion of the 
Jewish emigration situation. 
One committee member, Sen. 
Vance Hartke, D-lnd., said So­ 
viet leaders such .as. Brezhnev 
“are not as hard as they used 
to be but they still are pretty 
tough.”

Bowen Cites Benefits 


Of Sales Tax Boost 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP)—In­ 
diana’s sales tax: increase al­ 
ready 
has 
produced 
nearly 
$10.5 milion for property tax 
relief, Gov. Otis R. Bowen to­ 
day told, a statewide conference 
on the new tax program. 
The governor said Revenue 
Commissioner 
Donald 
Clark 
made the first deposit into the 
property tax relief fund this 
week. 
“ That 
money, 
along 
with 
those deposits which will fol­ 
low—coupled with interest ac­ 
crued from their investm ent- 
wili form the estimated '$260 
million 
necessary 
to 
reduce 
property taxes 
by 
the 
state 
statutory 20 per cent figure be­ 
ginning next May,” Bowen said 
in his prepared remarks. 
“That accomplishment is ma­ 
jor enough in and of itself,” the 
governor «aid:, ‘but there are 
many others of equal signifi­ 
cance. 
“ For the first time in recent 
history we have the capability 
of keeping a tightly fitting lid 
on the property tax. This has 
been accomplished by placing a 
hard 
freeze on property tax 
levies and rates available to 
governmental 
units—a 
freeze 
held in check by two property 
tax control boards, one for lo­ 
cal schools, another for local 
government,” 
the 
governor 
said. 
“ For the first time in the his­ 
tory of the state, local govern­ 


ment and education have avail­ 
able to them a major source of 
non-property tax 
revenue for 
their operation. For the first 
time, Indiana business, indus­ 
trial and commercial commu­ 
nities can look to concrete ac­ 
tions which will eliminate (not 
only inequities) in their proper­ 
ty taxes—but also the adjusted 
corporate gross* in come tax. 
“ It is a highly workable plan, 
and every effort of my adminis­ 
tration 
will 
be bent 
toward 
making it work in the best pos­ 
sible 
manner,” the 
governor 
said. “ Doubtless there will be 
some problems that will sur­ 
face as the program is put into 
place. 
They 
will be 
worked 
out,” he «aid. 
“ Doubtless 
there 
will 
be 
those who find fault with part 
or all of the program. If their 
motives are honest and their 
criticisms 
constructive 
and 
positive in nature, they will re­ 
ceive proper consideration. If 
they are not, their words and 
deeds should be considered only 
in the light in which they were 
made,” the governor «aid. 
Bowen said there has been 
“ massive cooperation and as­ 
sistance” 
already 
in 
imple­ 
menting the* new tax program. 
He praised in. particular “the 
retail 
grocer 
who 
moved 
smoothly 
into 
the 
food 
ex­ 
emption in spite of dire pre­ 
dictions of difficulty made by 
some.”

An autopsy was conducted at 
a nearby hospital and the cause 
of death was announced by the 
Monroe County Medical Exam­ 
iner, Dr. A.F. Fernandez.

“You have no right to he 
here, infringing on my priva­ 
cy!” she told the reporter. 
Dressed in orange pants and 
w’hite print blouse, Mrs. Mit­ 
chell at one point turned to a 
passerby and said ,‘I ask you 
a private citizen, how do you 
get rid of people like this?” 
Later, a woman walking out of 
the building expressed sympa­ 
thy to Mrs. Mitchell, saying, 
“You know, it’s kind of difficult 
because you can’t get o u t”

A recent feature from the Chicago 
Daily New carried a date line of Totnes, 
Devon, England, and was headlined “He 
calls it pig power: Briton runs car on 
127-octane manure.” 
A remarkable Englishman has been 
running his car for nearly li yeais on 
pollution-free and exceedingly high oc­ 
tane pig manure! The whole idea sounds 
incredible, but, if it works, Rush County 
ought to become the center of such pow­ 
er In this day of a threatened gasoline 
shortage and dire threats of new legisla­ 
tion concerning air pollution, he may 
have the ready answer. 
The man who invented the converter 
device is Harold Bate, and he is not a nut, 
but an inventor. He distills methane gas 
from the manure, puts the gas into small 
steel cylinders which fit in the trunk of 
his car, and runs a small hose from the 
cylinder to the engine. 
The heart of the system is a small soit 
of suction valve which operates on suc­ 
tion created by the carburetor and feeds 
the methane gas into the engine. 
Bate has found that about 100 pounds 
of pig manure produces a volume¡ of 
methane gas equivalent to about 8 gal­ 
lons of regular gasoline. He bas found 
that it has a high performance, and an 
engine won’t knock running on it You 
can also start off in high gear nsing it, 
and as to speed, he got up to 78;miles per 
hour on the motorway coming back from 


^°Mr°Bate is about 65 years old. He and 
his wife live in an isolated 4 00-year-old 
stone cottage about seven miles from 
Devon-town. He has always been inter­ 
ested in inventions and his house, tool 
shed, and self-built garage is.crammed 
with wheels, bolts, gears, 
° £ 
motors, and piles of stuff w hichlook^a 
bit like Rush County junk. To him it pro­ 
vides the parts for his inventions. 
Mr. Bate first got the idea of fmding a 
substitute for gasoline at the time of the 
Suex crisis in 1956 when a shortage of 
gasoline developed in England. Everyone 
was talking about alternative sources of 
fuel, so he decided to do something about 
it. He wanted to use a ch£aP P ater|j] 
th at was available where he hved. He 
read of a manure-methane process which 
Louis Pasteur had written a paper about 
in 1884, and used his inventive skill in 
rigging up an apparatus to accomplish 


Mr Bate now has two methane con­ 
verter devices bubbling away in his ga­ 
rage workshop, and he gets the pig m a­ 
nure to keep them going from a neaiby 


^T here is no pollution, no smell, and, 
according to Mr. Bate, the residue of ma­ 
nure from which the gas is produced 
makes excellent fertilizer There is one 
problem, he concedes, and this is that 
not everyone has easy access to manuie 
. but that is not a problem in Rush 
County! He figures that the cost of his 
methane gas works out at less than three 
cents for the equivalent of a gallon of 
gasoline . . . and will work on any power 
machine from a power lawn mower to a 
Rolls-Royce.

Roy Clark Of ‘Hee Haw4 Is No 
Rustic But A Keen Businessman

NASHVILLE. Tenn. (A P) - 
Roy Clark grins when he says 
his fans often tell him. he looks 
just like their son or brother or 
second cousin. 
But It’s taken Clark more 
than electric blue eyes and a 
sideburn-bending smile to reach 
the plateau of stardom he now 
enjoys.

led. 
Clark, sitting in the Nashville 
studio where the show takes 
form, seemed just as unpre­ 
tentious as viewers in 208 m ar­ 
kets think he is. In fact, the 
most 
pretentious 
thing 
about 
Clark that day on the set was a 
brand new pair of bibbed over­ 
alls. 
But not by any stretch of his 
gallouse? could Roy Clark be 
called “rustic.” 
He’s an astute businessman. 
And he quits kidding when he’s 
talking about his work. 
“ We started reading over a 
movie script more than a year 


ago,” he remarked, “ sort of 
western 
comedy.” 
Then, 
he 
said, the money was a problem. 
“Now w!e have it.” he said. “Of 
course you’re talking about $1 
million just to start something 
like that.” 
His schedule is already near­

“ They told me to slow down 
and lose some weight.”

“ I do a lot of improvisation 
on the .s*how\ though,” he said, 
referring to “Hee Haw.” “ I can 
start playing, and the tension

away.

Clark has somehow managed 
to maintain his balance on that 
tightrope 
between 
musical 
and a television career. 
‘“Hee Haw’ hasn’t changed 
what I do,” he observed. 
Maybe that explains how he’.? 
managed to keep his audience, 
his top spot on the charts and 
his identity as Roy Clark, the 
man.

Sam J. Ervin Jr., 
D-N.C., told a news conference 
he voted to postpone the hear­ 
ings because, “ I was afraid the 
committee would be blamed for 
anything that went wrong” in 
the 
current 
Brezhnev-Nixon 
summit talks. 
The sum.mary of Dean's ques­ 
tioning by Senate staff investi­ 
gators quoted him as indicating 
that former special presidential 
counsel Charles W. Colson con­ 
veyed a message to the White 
House from 
William 
O. 
Bit- 
tman, attorney for Watergate 
conspirator E. Howard Hunt. 
Bittman’s 
message, 
accord­ 
ing to the summary, was that 
the White House “ would have 
to do something for Hunt.” 
The summary quoted Dean 
as saying former White House 
aide John D. Ehrliehman told 
him he had cheeked Hunt s re­ 
quest with the President and 
that Colson should relay the 


message to Bit man that “ there 
would be clemency.” 
Dean is said to have told the 
investigators he heard that sto­ 
ry from Colson and later dis­ 
cussed it with Nixon himself. 
Dean 
also told the Senate 
lawyers* that he has a tape 
recording of a conversation be­ 
tween 
Hunt 
and 
Colson 
in 
which Hunt demanded $122,009 
in living expenses 
and legal 
fees, warning that if he didn’t 
get it he would have to disclose 
“ the seamy things” he did for 
Ehrliehman while at the White 
House. 
That message was relayed by 
Dean to Ehrliehman and for­ 
mer U.S. A tty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell, the summary said., 
“ On March 21 or 22 Ehrlich- 
man asked Mitchel if Hunt’s 
problem had been taken care of 
and Mitchell said, ‘yes,’” the 
summary said. 
The White House said Tues­ 
day night it would 
have no 
comment on any statement at­ 
tributed to Dean until he testi­ 
fies publicly under oath. Bit- 
tman could not be reached for 
comment.
